- Within a few blocks of downtown At- 
lajta — and this is news to few — are 
some of the worst slum areas to be found 
anywhere. They are no credit to the city. 
They are costly in taxes and expensive to 
police. They are hindering the growth 
and progress of the community, increas- 
ing the problem of downtown blight and 
are becoming worse. 

‘Some months ago Atlanta’s plan for 
clearing, redeveloping and rehabilitating 
some of these areas—three to be exact— 
was approved for federal aid. The com- 
munity voted $1,500,000 in the recent 
bond issue to supplement federal funds 
allotted for the program. 

This week Urban Renewal Department 
Director Malcolm Jones pointed out that 
the program faces serious danger. “If our 
FHA 221 program moves no faster in the 
next six months than it has in the past, 
we may lose it,’’ he is quoted as saying. 

The problem involves both the people 
who now reside in the cleared areas and 
those who live in areas in which new 
housing must be located, particularly the 
latter. Approximately 5,550 homes, cost- 
ing about $9,000 each, must be built on 
property outside the cleared areas. Ten 
thousand families must be moved in all. 

FHA has granted approval for up- 
wards of 40 million dollars in low cost 
housing with 100 per cent mortgage guar- 
antees. The attractive houses are said to 
be comparable in value to the average 
10-to-12-thousand-dollar house in the 
current market. And yet areas which have 
been considered have petitioned for high- 
er zoning classifications and the shortage 
of low-cost land is becoming more acute. 

Mr. Jones says that in most cases the 
new houses will be better than those in 
surrounding neighborhoods which fear 
them and that property values will be in- 
creased. The stimulus to the construction 
industry and to business and trade would 
be tremendous. 

Surely enough cooperation can be 
mustered so that Atlanta can go forward 
with this program. Cost of clearing the 
three areas will be financed two-thirds 
by the federal government and one-third 
by the city. Both governments stand to 
regain their money when the lands are 
resold and redeveloped by private indus- 
try. Total cost, not including the 50- 
million-dollar rehousing program, will be 
about 18 million dollars. 

No immediate problem facing the city 
is of more importance to all citizens and 
to the future of the city itself than is 
urban renewal. Let’s remove the road- 
blocks and get on with the job. 
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Governor Acts Wisely 
On Central Docks Plan 


Gov. Griffin has acted properly in 
our opinion in dropping active support of 
the proposal to purchase the Central of 
Georgia docks. 

What at first look seemed a good idea 
came more and more to appear as a bad 
one as investigations were made. Close 
examination revealed a number of possi- 
bilities for those “within-the-law” finan- 
cial windfalls for the more agile opera- 
tors in that profession. 

The docks were, with one or two ex- 
ceptions, in a state of deterioration which 
was not fully apparent save to the trained 
eyes of inspectors. These and other valid 
reasons make it advisable to refuse the 
purchase. 

The tract of land, which was a part of 
the package purchase plan, seems worth- 
while and a move to purchase it would 
receive complete support. 

But as for docks, the state would @o 
a better job for the future by building 
its own and concentrating them and the 
warehouses near the present facilities.

It’s Time To Deal 
With the Recession 


WASHINGTON—The present recession is not 
something which will go away by pretending it 
doesn’t exist. We ought not to treat it as an in- 


delicate subject. Conceivably the upturn already is in the making 
and will shortly be visible. But there is no guarantee that this is the 
case. It confronts the Eisenhower administration with a hard and 


uncomfortable dilemma. 


The dilemma is: Whether to un- 
dertake a large public works pro- 
gram, initiate a tax cut and ac- 
cept a sharply unbalanced budget 
or to delay action in the hope 
that the recession will right itself 
without going into a long down- 
ward spiral of deflation. 

My information is that the Pres- 
ident is disposed to act vigorous- 
ly the moment he believes it is 
needed. The issue is one of tim- 
ing. With a man like Robert An- 
derson at the Treasury, backed 
by presidential advisers .Gabriel 
Hauge and Dr. Raymond Saul- 
nier, chairman of the Council of 
Economic Advisets, timidity is 
less likely to prevail than under 
Anderson’s predecessor. 

The stakes are high. There Is 
first of all the human misery of 
large-scale unemployment. Sec- 
ondly, for the United States to ac- 
cept—and to accept unnecessari- 
ly—a serious depression in the 
present state of the world would 
have devastating repercussions. 
We would simply be giving the 
game to the Kremlin. 

There is also a political stake. 
If the Eisenhower administration 
hesitates very long in the face of 
a recession which does not yield 
to moderate stimulants (like the 
easing of credit and home-build- 
ing incentives), the initiative will

pass quickly to Democrats in 
Congress who can hardly wait to 
get into the act. 

There are adverse elements in 
the current downturn which were 
not present in the mild reces- 
sions of 1949 and 1953-54. At this 
point unemployment is running 
about the same as before, but, un- 
like the earlier recessions, the 
major sectors of the economy are 
nearly all ailing at the same time 
—consumer buying is down, in- 
ventories are still being reduced, 
capital expansion is sharply de 
Clining. 

There {s another adverse fac- 
tor. In 1949 and 1954 Western FEu- 
rope’s economy was moving up 
when ours began to move down. 
This helped to arrest our own re- 
cession. Not so today. Economic 
difficulties in Western Europe are 
forcing a cut in the purchase of 
American exports. 

I am not bespeaking a mood 
of “gloom and doom.”’ I am not 
suggesting that we are heading 
into a 1929-style depression. I am 
only saying that it is not sensible 
and it is not safe to take this 
recession lightly. 

There are good reasons to be- 
lieve that Eisenhower will act 
boldly and energetically if the 
economy does not soon show signs 
of starting another period of 
growth.

Tunis Tells Paris 


Threatens Bizerte but Holds 
Door Open for U.S. Mediation 


TUNIS, Feb. 13 (®?—President Habib Bourguiba de- 
clared today, “We are ready to make war for Bizerte.”’ 
But he held open the door to mediation by the United 
States of Tunisia’s quarrel with France. 


The President also suggested in 
a broadcast to his tense nation 
that, while he is determined 15.,- 
000 French troops stationed in 
Tunisia must go, the big French 
naval base at Bizerte might still 
be used by the North Atlantic 
Treaty powers. 


BASE BLOCKADED 


That base and French army 
garrisons are blockaded. Jittery 
Tu aisian civilians and nation- 
al guardsmen, patroling with light 
arms, manned roadblocks to pre- 
vent the movement of French 
troops. They threatened to fire on 
any French ships attempting to 
enter or leave Bizerte. 


Bourguiba’s blue eyes flashed 
as he spoke on this sixth day of 
a cr’sis brought on by a French 
air raid on the frontier village of 
Sakict Sidi Youssef. 


Tunisia put the toll at 68 men, 
women and children killed, #4 
wounded and 10 not accounted for. 

In Washington the State de- 
partment accused Russia today of

LONDON, Feb. 13—Introduction 
of women members into the House 
of Lords for the first time in his- 
tory was approved tonight by the 
House of Commons. 

By a vote of 305 to 251, Com- 
mons passed a measure establish- 
ing life peerages for both men 
and women. Approval came on 
second reading of the bill. It must 
survive the formality of a third 
reading and receive the assent of 
Queen Elizabeth II before it be- 
comes law. The House of Lords 
already has approved the innova- 
tion. 

The new life peerages would ex- 
pire with the death of their hold- 
ers. At present the House of Lords 
is composed of 878 members, most 
with hereditary titles.

The Senate group added a 
clause to the House resolution 
providing that the insurance 
commissioner would submit a 
list to the governor, from which 
the governor would appoint six 
committee members. 


This clause was struck from 
the original House resolution but 
was added by the Senate group 
at the urging of a representative 
from Cravey’s office, Ellard said. 


Cravey’s proposal for an ad- 
visory board was made in letters 
sent to Lt. Gov. Vandiver, House 
Speaker Marvin Moat and mem- 
bers of the Senate and House in- 
surance committees. 


He suggested that the board be 
composed of a mayor of a city of 
over 25,000 population, a mayor 
from a smaller city, and repre- 
sentatives from organized labor, 
banking, farming, insurance and 
business fields.

Although he did not name him 
on the floor Senator Sammons 
told reporters he referred to T. M. 
Forbes, representative of the Cot- 
ton Manufacturers Association of 
Georgia, with whom he had 
words at a Senate hearing 
Wednesday afternoon. 

CHARGES FORBES 

Charging that Forbes insulted 
and attacked him, Sammon, 
reading from a prepared state- 
ment said: “If ever a lobbyist 
has arrogantly tried to dictate to 


a Senate committee, and if ever 
a lobbyist has reflected on the 
rights and sworn duties of an 
elected member of this body, he 
did so in his vitriolic denunciation 
of me as author and supporter of 
this bill. His sarcastic impunging 
of me was accentuated by his 
anger.” 


Sammon pointed out that lob- 
bying is legal in Georgia only if 
“the person desiring to lobby”’ 
registers with the Secretary of 
State and pays a fee of $250. He 
charged that his adversary in the 
Senate committee hearing was not 
registered, ‘‘although he admitted 
he has been coming to this Legis- 
lature for 30 years.” 


WORKMEN’S BILL 


Asked for comment on Sam- 
mon’s statement, Forbes said, “If 
he had not named me I wouldn’t 
comment. But since he has I don’t 
mind saying I was exercising 
what I regard as a taxpayer's 
and citizen's privilege by express- 
ing my views on legislation at a 
public hearing to which I had 
been invited by the committee. I 
simply answered an attack which 
was made on employers of Geor- 
gia.” 

The bill under dispute was a 
workmen’s compensation measure 
introduced by Sammon. Both 
Sammon and Forbes said their 
heated words had nothing to do 
with the merits of the bill itself 
but concerned Sammon’s remarks 
about the attitude of employers 
toward paying claims.

January’s 
rate was the highest in 14 months, 
with the exception of a slightly 
higher rate last August. 

The actual number of January 
starts was 64,200 private and 
4,800 public. The total compared 
with 62,000 in December and 63,- 
000 a year ago.

James C. Hagerty later told news- 
men at the Scott Hotel that Eisen- 
hower still has a slight cold and 
sore throat, but “feels fine.” 

The chief executive, who caught 
his cold on a recent trip to Au- 
gusta, still has a slight huskiness 
of voice but it is improving each 
day, Hagerty said. 

Maj. Gen. Howard Snyder, the 
President’s physician, is along, as 
customary, on this trip. 

Several hundred Moultrians, all | 
bundled up, braved the cold to| 
see the Eisenhowers arrive at the | 
air base, and there were more | 
hundreds along the route to| 
Thomasville. | 

The South Georgia countryside 
was drenched in sparkling sun- 
shine, but palms, azalea bushes 
and other shrubbery still had 
snow clinging to them in shady 
places. And there were not the 
spring blossoms in evidence that 
usually greet the Eisenhowers 
here this time of year. 

As the presidential caravan 
rolled into Thomasville, a group 
of school children leaving the 
high school campus were throw- 
ing some snowballs they had 
scraped up from the shady spots. 

The President and Mrs. Eisen- 
hower got a kick out of seeing 
this, Hagerty said, realizing that 
this probably was the first snow 
the kids had ever seen. 

The Thomasville Times-Enter- 
prise reported that Wednesday 
night’s snow was the first meas- 
urable snowfall here since 1912, 
although some winters there have 
been occasional flurries of snow- 
flakes that melted as soon as 
they hit the ground. 

In 1912 the snow was about an 
inch thick, but this one of two 
inches was the heaviest since 
1895. 

Local people had used up so 
much camera film taking pic- 
tures of the snow Thursday morn- 
ing that they didn’t have much 
film left to snap shots of the 
Eisenhower arrival.

They have 
one particular line they excel 
in. But Marion was good in 
everything.” 

And Secretary Folsom was 
equally heavy in praise of ‘‘Miss 
Lila,”” as she is known in Mc- 
Rae, and the school. 

In a letter she received from 
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MISS LILA’S PUPIL 
Marion Folsom at Age 10 
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him on Feb. 10, her birthday, 
Secretary Folsom praised her 
teaching and the other teachers 
saying, “I wish there were 
schools like that one in every 
state in the country.” 

She remembers Sen, Tal- 
madge, too, when he was a stu- 
dent in her seventh grade. 


“WELL BEHAVED” 

‘‘He was well behaved,” said 
Miss Lila, barely five feet tall 
and looking much younger than 
her 82 years. 

‘But it was when Herman got 
into high school that he really 
‘cleared a path’ for himself,” 
she added. “He liked history 
and enjoyed debating.” 

For many years her pupils 
warned their friends, ‘“Wait ’til 
you get Miss Lila. When she 
gets through with you, you'll 
really be ready for high school.” 

Miss Lila laughed and re- 
called, “And I had many of 
them come back to tell me that.” 


DISCIPLINE 

Discipline was seldom a prob- 
lem in her class. But when it 
was, recalls Mrs. William 
Pearson, the former Margaret 
McRae, Miss Lila knew just 
what to do. 

“‘We had double desks then,” 
said Mrs. Pearson. “And she 
used to make me sit with a 
boy. I was so embarrassed, 
And she had no more trouble 
from me.” 

But Mrs. Pearson added, 
“However, I have an 8-year-old 
girl of my own now. And she 
would probably consider this 
sort of ‘punishment’ great fun.” 

Miss Lila agreed that times 
and children have changed. 

Times have changed for Miss 
Lila, too. She will take her first 
plane ride and first trip west- 
ward (“I’ve been to Atlanta 
once and to Canada,” she re- 
marked) when she and her 
nephew, James T. Windsor, go 
to St. Louis for the presenta- 
tion, 

AWARD’S THIRD YEAR 

The award, presented this 
year for the third time, honors 
a citizen for a significant con- 
tribution to the national wel- 
fare and the teacher the hon- 
oree choses as most influential 
in shaping his life. 

Sponsored by seven national 
organizations representing 
teachers, parents and _ school 
board members, the award is 
designed to recognize the in- 
fluence of teachers in shaping 
careers of America’s leaders. 

Miss Lila got her first taste 
of teaching while still a student 
in McRae. She was called upon 
to complete the term when a 
first grade teacher left in mid- 
year. 


Fills World’s Ears 
With Happy Music

When Yehudi Menuhin was 5 years old he got a 
violin worth $100. Now that he tours with two price- 
less Stradivarii, the 41-year-old wonder of the child 
prodigy world has filled happy ears with 33 years of 


violin virtuosity. 

According to the self-con 
tained Mr. Menuhin, “I wanted 
a violin very badly,” and his 
grandmother presented him with 
that first low-priced instrument. 
But the violin—and the boy— 
were good enough for a per- 
formance with the San Fran- 
cisco Symphony three years 
later. 

Since that time the violinist 
has not wavered from his chosen 
world. 


MOST WIDELY KNOWN 


And the world chooses to 
know this first-generation Amer- 
ican born of Russian parents, 
for Mr. Menuhin probably is 
the world’s most widely known 
violinist . . . with good reason. 
Instead of petering out as a tal- 
ented interpreter, or spending 
adolescent years in search of 
his destiny, the handsome, fair- 
haired artist always has wanted 
to play the violin. 

As every music-minded hu- 
man knows, Mr. Menuhin’s in- 
terpretation and technique have 
grown with the artist’s experi- 
ence. 


Mr. Menuhin, who has ap- 
peared in more than 50 nations, 
has been called a world citizen. 
“I feel at home in many coun- 
tries,” said the small-sized man 
who produces great qualities of 
music, but he makes his home 
in California with his second 
wife and two young sons. He 
also has two teen-aged children 
by his first marriage. 

SCHOOL IN SWITZERLAND 


While the Menuhin youngsters 
are in school in Switzerland, 
Mrs. Menuhin, the former Diana 
Gould, is traveling with her 
husband. Mr. Menuhin appeared 
in concert two nights with the 
Atlanta Symphony Orchestra. 

The husband politely but firm- 
ly protected his wife, who was 
an English ballerina, from an 
interview. “She likes to keep 
her life private,” he laughed; 
“it is bad enough that I am 
public property.”’ 

But his quiet, deep gray eyes 
warmed as he talked about her, 
“I use her enough as it is. 
An artist herself, she has a 
wonderful sense of esthetics in 
all art. She hears all my con- 
certs, unless we have to leave 
immediately after I play.” 

Such was the case Thursday 
night, for Mr. Menuhin’s de- 
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manding tour has scheduled him 
for a New York concert tonight. 
The violinist has little leftover 
time on tour, but he does like 
to read and usually carries 
books (in German) by Lao-Tse, 
the Chinese philosopher. Though 
he never had a touch of for- 
mal schooling, the musician is 
adept in several languages. 

As was his practice in the 
30's, Mr. Menuhin recently has 
begun recording again with his 
sister, pianist Hephzibah Menu- 
hin who now lives in England. 
The two already have appeared 
together in several European 
concerts. 

The violinist also plays with 
Louis Kentler, a brother-in-law 
from his wife’s side of the fam- 
ily. 

FAMILY AFFAIR 


The violin has been even more 
of a family affair for Mr. Men- 
uhin. “It was my idea,” he 
explained, ‘“‘and the family more 
or less put up with it.” But 
his father, Moshe, gave up his

She later returned to college, 
attending the State Normal 
School in Athens, and received 
her degree from South Georgia

“IT taught for 38 years and 
have been retired for 20,” said 
Miss Lila, who still does her 
own house-cleaning and cooks 
for her brother and nephew.

Young homemakers! You can 
reclaim that wedding-ring waist 
and turn bulges. into bygones 
with 15 minutes of  stretch- 
bends, provided you do them 
daily. 

So many of you write that 
you get plenty of exercise keep- 
ing a seven-room house and tak- 
ing care of a family. You do 
get general exercise. But not 
the kind that keeps the waist 
willowy or the muscles of the 
abdomen firm. 


A FAVOR 
As you push the carpet 
sweeper around, pause long 


enough to do yourself a favor. 
Just unscrew the handle on the 
carpet sweeper and use it as a 
magic exercise wand. 

Hold wand high overhead, 
with hands widely separated, 
feet astride. Now s-t-r-e-t-c-h, 
pulling slim all through the 
middle measurement. Hold the 
up-stretch as you bend to the 
side; hold for a slow count of 
six; back to center, then bend 
to the opposite side. This even 
feels streamlining. Repeat 3 
times, alternating sides. 

Standing with feet astride, 
stretch arms high overhead, 
holding wand. Again pull slim 
through the middle measure- 
ment, then swoop down and 
touch wand to right toes. Come 
back up, pull slim, and swoop 
down to touch wand to left toes. 
Twice to each side will be 
enough for a starter. If you can 
keep your knees straight while 
bending, fine. 

To square your. shoulders, 
raise wand overhead and, bend- 
ing elbows, bring wand down 
back of shoulders, This pulls 
the shoulders into perfect line. 
From this position you can exe- 
cute a gentle twist at the waist, 
first in one direction, then in 
the other: 

To make this exercise error- 
proof, stand with back of hips 
against back of a living room 
chair. With hips firmly an- 
chored, the turn is smack at 
the waist. 

DON’T OVERDO 


Sit down on floor, stretch 
wand to toes. Come back up, 
pull slim again and repeat 
about six times. Don’t overdo; 
practice will bring flexibility. 

Finish by sitting on floor in 
above position, this time with 
feet widely separated. Pull 
slim, turn at waist, bend for- 
ward to touch wand to right 
toes. Back to center, again pull 
up firmly, turn at waist and 
wand to left toes.

Show Director Must 
Understand Women 


By MARY PRIME 

NEW YORK, Feb. 13 
Running the world’s largest 
antiques show takes more un- 
derstanding of women than of 
antiques. 

Just ask Nat Mager of Tea- 
neck, N.J., who has directed 
the National Antiques Show for 
14 years. Mager supervises 200 
women exhibitors (only a few 
are men) and keeps an eye on 
about 100,000 visitors, ‘Mostly 
women with some husbands in 
tow to pay the bill.” 

“You have to understand 
women to run this show. You 
must figure out what they 
really want, not what they 
think they want,”” he said In an 
interview. 

PUBLISHER ON SIDE 

This task keeps Mager busy 
from October to April, al- 
though the show actually runs 
seven days. This year it will 
be held March 10-16 in Madison 
Square Garden. In the off- 
season, Mager publishes a Civil 
Service newspaper, The Lead- 
er, and an antiques newspaper, 
Collectors’ Roundup. 

Before the show, he rounds 
up dealers and collectors from 
the United States and Europe. 

“It's a job because most 
collectors are older women— 
some in their 80s—who won't 
let their collections out of the 
house. They treat antiques like 
children,”” said Mager, who 
personally gathers early Amer- 
ican glass and photographic 
items. 

SHOW COVERS AN ACRE 

The show covers an acre, !s 
a good two-mile walk, and in- 
cludes about a million items. 

“It’s a sort of flea market. 
We take anything old—or inter- 
esting—valued from $1 to $50,- 
000. Average prices range 
from $25 to $200. One year we 
had General Custer’s pipe. An- 
other time we showed Hitler’s 
lace tablecloth.”

Modifies 
Cutotf Rule 


Augusta Masters golf tourna- 
ment chairman Clifford Roberts’ 
first communique of °58 reveals 
only slight change in the rule for 
reducing the field at end of 36 
holes. 

Last year (for the first time) 
the field was trimmed to low 40 
and ties at conclusion of second 
round of play. It so happened 
that no ties developed at 40 so 
that was the field for final two 
days. 

This year Cliff and his commit- 
tee have ruled that low 40 will 
again be the target cutoff point, 
but in the event there are no ties 
for 40th place they will qualify 
the next lowest player plus those 
tied with him. 

Quite a bit of reaction devel- 
oped about the new rule last 
year, but only after such out- 
standing players as Ben Hogan 
and Cary Middlecoff were 
among those of the original 
starting field of 101 (108 actual- 
ly accepted invitations) failing 
to survive the cutoff. 

Masters officials had solid rea- 
sons for reducing the field. One 
was that the entry list had grown 
so large that it required a full 
day co get the field around and 
did net leave any time for greens- 
keeping work. 

Another was, barring ties, of- 
ficials are particularly anxious 
to have the tournament end on 
Sunday. In the event weather 
forced postponement of one of 
the first two rounds, the smaller 
field could then play two rounds 
on Sunday. This would be im- 
possible with the full field. 

Too, statisticians figure that 
only 30 per cent of spectators at 
the Masters on Saturdays and 
Sundays either live in Augusta 
or are able to get living accom- 
modations in the city at that time. 
This means they must drive from 
home. With the trimmed-down 
field starting after noon they 
can drive. there in time to see 
the first starters. 

This latter reason should have 
added appeal to fans this year 
since they may attend Easter 
chureh services still see 
the final round.

Go ahead 
and nibble a tasty stalk—take 
two, even three—you needn’t 
fear waistline reprisals and you 
may well lose some pounds and 
inches. 

During a recent weight-reduc- 
tion experiment each dieter in 
one group consumed an aver- 
age size bunch of celery daily, 
eating it before and between 
meals as an appetite queller. 
Those in a second group used 
cellulose tablets for the same 
purpose. The celery munchers 
lost more weight and reported 
fewer hunger pangs than the pill 
swallowers.

Our grandmothers used few 
food out of season or shipped 
from far-away places or 
snatched from a freezer. They 
considered the foods they had 
carefully, and made the most of 
them.

rice, and salt and pepper.
